* Pon Friday the 29. of September laſt, (being the A»niverſary day 
forthe Ele&tion. of xtvrd Mayor for the City of Loxdon) all the BE: 
| Aldermen below the Chair were put in nomination, for the choice © - 
\ of two Perſons out of that number tobe preſented to the L. Mayor 

and Court of Aldermen. The Ele&ion was declared upon the 
View, to fall to Sir William Prichard, and Sir Thomas Gold. Burt a Poll was 

then demanded by Mr.Jezks and others for.Six Henry Tulſe and Mr. Alderman Cor- 

iſh. Whereupon the Sheriffs and Common Serjeant, with the Maſters and 
Wardens of ſeveral Companies went into the Mayors Court, and reported it to 

the Lord Mayor and Court of Aldermen; and the Lord Mayor upon that Re- 

port granted a Poll, and adjourned till Three Afternoon ; ,when the Poll being 
continued until the Evening, it was adjourned by his Lordſhips Order to Nine 

of the Clock the Manday morning tollowing 3 (the 2. of OFober, Saturday being 

the day appointed for preſenting 'of the new elefted Sheriffs to the Barons of 

the Exchequer, ) | 

The Poll continged all Monday in very good Order, and with great Calm- 
neſs, to the ſatisfaGion of all Parties concerned. Ir was taken in fix Books, and 
a Superviſor (as well on the behalf of Sir Wilzam Prichard and Sir Henry Tulſe, 
as for Sir Thomas Gold and Mr.Alderman Corriſh) to every Book. From Monday 
the Lord Mayor adjourned the Poll again till Two the next day ; and that Even- 

ifg the Books werecloſed.:-But before-the cloſing of ther, Mr. Jerks and others 
demanded a Scrutiny upon the Poll. The Lord Mayor told him that he had 
nothing to obje&t againſt it ; but however, that as he had not hitherto done 
any thing without the Advice and Concurrence of his Brethren, ſo he would 
take their Opinion along with him alſo in this particular. Mr. Jenks, &c. de- 
fired the ſame thing again the next Morning : at which time the Books were caſt 
np. Whereupon the Common Serjeant reported the Numbers to be thus, 
Sir William Prichard 2233.Sir Henry Tulſe 236. Sir Thomas Gold 22.89.Mc.Alder- 
man Corniſh 2258. 
.. The Lord Mayor after this, granted the Scrutiny, and appointed that thoſe

| The Lord Mayor, upon'the appointing of this Infpeftion, iſſued out a Pre- 
cept.to the Maſters and Wardens of the ſeveral Companies, commanding them 
to return Alphabetical Liſts of their reſpeCtive Liveries. | 

Upon Friday OGober 6..The Sheriffs, Common Serjeant, and Inſpe&tors met 
at Guild-hall in the Orphans Conrt, where they agreed to take Tranſcripts of the 

ſeveral Names in the Po//-Books to be poſted under the Heads of the ſeveral 
Companies; which was finifhed accordingly upon the Txeſday following. The 
Books and Papers being ſealed up every night, and put into a Box, during the 
time of the Scrutiny, by conſentof both Parties. | £5, 

On Thurſday morning Ofeber 12. The Sheriffs gave the InſpeQors of each 
fide the Trexſcript-Lifts of the Poll, and likewife ordered them Copies of the 
Alphadetical-Lijts of the Companies, that they might be in readineſs to bring in 
all their Objecions upon the Teſday following : After which time, no further

On Txeſday (the 17.) The Sheriffs, Common Serjeant, and InſpeRors met = |

the Iriſh Chamber, and fo . from day to day, till the Mozday following 5 which 
time they ſpent in examining the ſeveral Exceptions, and clearing them (o far as 
they could agree upon the matter among themſelves ; proceeding hitherto upon 
fair and amicable terms'on both ſides. Biit upon” a4onday 1n the Evening'there 
aroſe ſome heats about Capacities and Qualifications; and the Examiners for 
Sir Thomas Geld and Mr. Aldermant Corzif} defired the Sheriffs to deliver their 
Opinion upon the Points 1n queſtion : But-the Sheriffs excuſed themſelves as 
not competent Judges of the matter, as they had formerly done upon the firſt 
ſtarting thoſe Objeftions: And alſo telling them that the Common Serjeant 
would the next morning pray the Judgment of the Court upon the Particulars 
wherein they diſagreed-z which they did not onely with ſome vehemence op- 


- poſe, but infiſted upon it, that my Lord Mayor and Court of Aldermen had 


nothing at all to do with it. | 

The next morning upon the ſitting of the Court, the Sheriffs, Common Ser- 
Jeant, and InſpeCtors on both fides came in, and the Common Serjeant acquainted 
his Lordſhip that the InſpeQors had proceeded upon the Examination of the 
Poll according to his Lordſhips dire&ion : But that there occurred ſeveral Dift- 
ficulties, wherein he humbly defired the Judgment of his Lordſhip and that 
Court, as the proper Judges of the Points in difference : viz. 

I. That whereas by the ancient Conſtitutions of the Company of Merchant-Tailors, 
and by their Ordinances ſigned in the 4ime of K. James, by the Lord Keeper Egerton, 
the Lord Chief Juſtice, ard Sir Edward Coke, Lord Chief Juſtice of the Com- 
mon Pleas, in purſuance of the Statute of the 19 Hen.7. there was an Oath required 
to be taken upon coming on the ſaid Livery, there were ſeveral perſons of the Mer- 
chant-Tailors Company that had polled as Livery men on both ſtdes, and had not taken 


that Oath. The firſt Prery was, Whether theſe Perſons were in a capacity to 


poll ? | ht 
2. Whether thoſe of the Glovers, who alſo had not taken an Oath enjoined in like 


manner, were duly qualified ? 


3 Whether thoje that were Freemen of one Company, and brought on the Livery 
in another, without being duly tranſlated, according to the cuſtom of the City of Lon- 
don, were to be reputed as Livery men capable to poll & . 

4. Whether the Muſicians' are a Livery £ | 

5, Whether the Farriers are a Livery ? | 

Hereupon Mr. Fezks delivered ina Paper, figned by the InſpeCtors for Sir Th. 
Gold and Alderman Cornifh, and in their Name, praying that it might be read, 
and that the Livery men of the Merchant-Tailors and Glovers Company might be 
heard by their Council » which wasgranted them,and Mr.Trindar and Mr.Thowp- 
ſoz, as Counſel for the ſaid Livery men, were heard at large. | 

Atterthis, The Sheriffs and the Inſpettors were called in, and the Court told 
them, that they were come to a Reſolution upon the'ſeveral Points in queſtion ; 
and that they ſhould have it in writing under the Town-Clerks hand. The Com- 
mon Serjeant hereupon acquainted the Court that he ſhould be ready to make 
'bis Report the next morning. And upon this my Lord Mayor ordered a Sum- 


.-mons for a Common Hall. 


The Sherifts having received the Judgment of the Court, appointed a meeting 
at 4 of the Clock, and the Inſpefors on both ſides being met in the Old Conncil 
Chamber, it was read to them by the Common Serj. And the Sheriffs propofing 
to them that they ſhould now adjuſt the Poll, Mr. Jezks declared that they conld 
proceed no further with the InſpeQors for Sir W. Prichard in that matter, for they 
did not think that the L. Mayor and the Court of Aldermen had any. thing to do 
to meddle 1n.it. The Sheriffs (till perſuading them, at leaſt to fit by,and ſee the caſt- 
Ing up of the Poll, though they were reſolved not toadt any farther init. But 
they utterly refuſed, and ſo withdrew; onely M. Jacomb was pleaſed to acknow- 


Tedge the fairneſs of the Proceedings, and expreſly to give the Sheriffs thanks 


for their great Civility. 
Upon this the Sheriffs and the others that ftaid, caſt up the Pol), and it appea-. 


red that 95 had unduly polled for Sir W. Prichard, and 165 for Sir Tho.Gold and 


165 forAld.Corziſh.Which Numbers being deducted from the Total of their Poll- 


Books, the account ſtands thus, 2138 for Sir W.Prichard, 2124 for Sir T.Gold, and 
2093 tor Ald.Cornifo. So that Sir W.Prichard bad 14 more than Sir T.Go/d,and 45 


more than Ald.Corniſh. And ſothe choice fell upon Sir W. Prichard and Sir T.Gold. 
- This being Reported by the Com:Serj. tomy L.Mayor, with the ufual Forma- 
lities, his Lordſhip and the Court proceeded forthwith to the choice of One by 


'Scrutiny, and the Election fell upon Sir William Prichard, Nemine contradicente.
